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3. NAMES OF OTHER USG OFFICIALS PARTICIPATING WILL BE PRO- 
VIDED AS SOON AS TRAVEL PLANS ARE FIRM. IN ADDITION TO 
USG OFFICIALS WHO WILL ATTEND, IT IS ANTICIPATED THAT 
SEVERAL HUNDRED INDIVIDUALS FROM STATE AND LOCAL PUBLIC AND 
VOLUNTARY ORGANIZATIONS THROUGHOUT THE US WILL TAKE PART IN 
THE CONFERENCE. A LIST OF THESE PARTICIPANTS WILL ALSO 
BE AVAILABLE PRIOR TO THE OPENING OF THE CONFERENCE. 

BACKGROUND INFORMATION: PROGRAM OF THIS CONFERENCE IS 
CLOSELY COORDINATED WITH DEVELOPMENTS IN THE SOCIAL PRO- 
GRAMS OF THE UNITED NATIONS. THE ICSW HAS CONSULTATIVE 
STATUS WITH THE UN. THE FINDINGS OF UN STUDIES ARE WIDELY 
USED IN CONFERENCE DELIBERATIONS. THE DEPARTMENT WILL 
APPRECIATE EMBASSY ASSISTANCE. AS APPROPRIATE, TO THE 
ISRAELI ORGANIZING COMMITTEE TO HELP ASSURE THE SUCCESS OF 
THE CONFERENCE. 

THE ICSW HAS HAD THE ACTIVE COOPERATION OF US SOCIAL WEL- 
FARE ORGANIZATIONS SINCE ITS ESTABLISHMENT. OFFICIALS OF 
THE OFFICE OF HUMAN DEVELOPMENT SERVICES(HDS)/HEW ARE 
MEMBERS OF THE US COMMITTEE OF THE ICSW, THE GROUP WHICH 
REPRESENTS THE UNITED STATES IN THE ICSW. IT IS ANTICI- 
PATED THAT MORE THAN SIXTY COUNTRIES WILL BE REPRESENTED 
AT THE CONFERENCES IN JERUSALEM AND TEL AVIV. 
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THE THEME OF THE CONFERENCE IS "HUMAN WELL-BEING-CHALLENGE 
FOR THE 80S" SOCIAL, ECONOMIC, AND POLITICAL ACTION."

HAVE AN EXHIBIT. THE US NATIONAL COMMITTEE IS CONSULTING 
WITH INTERNATIONAL COMMUNICATIONS AGENCY ABOUT AN EXHIBIT 
DIRECTED TOWARD ILLUSTRATING SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES. 
BOTH GOVERNMENTAL AND VOLUNTARY IN THE US. 

THE 19TH INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF SCHOOLS OF SOCIAL WORK 
IS MEETING IN JERUSALEM, AUGUST 14-16, JUST PRIOR TO THE 
ICSW CONFERENCE. THE INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION OF SOCIAL 
WORKERS SYMPOSIUM WILL BE HELD AUGUST 12-20 IN TEL AVIV, 
ATTRACTING REPRESENTATIVES OF NATIONAL PROFESSIONAL 
SOCIAL WORK MEMBERSHIP ORGANIZATIONS FROM ALL REGIONS. 

THROUGH THE SPECIAL FOREIGN CURRENCY PROGRAM, THE HDS HAS 
HAD A LONG AND CLOSE RELATIONSHIP WITH PROFESSIONAL SOCIAL 
WORK AND REHABILITATION SPECIALISTS IN ISRAEL. AN EXTEN- 
SIVE INTERCHANGE BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES HAS FURTHER 
CONTRIBUTED TO BROADER PROFESSIONAL COOPERATIVE IN RESEARCH 
AND TRAINING. IT IS EXPECTED THAT HDS AND OTHER CONFERENCE 
PARTICIPANTS WILL BE INTERESTED TO VISIT SELECTED PROJECTS.
